She claims that 
the perjury was committed during the police 
inquiry into her arrest. The hearing of Miss 
Cass’ action against Kndicott will begin on 
Monday. 

THE O DONNELL LIBEL SUIT. 

The statement of the claim in the case of Mr. 
Frank Hugh O'Donnell against the Times for 
£50,000 damages for libel, for the paper’s re- 
marks about him in its article on ‘‘Parnellism 
and Crime,’’ indicates that the leading Par- 
nellites will be called to teatify during the 
prosecution of the case. 

THE ‘FRISCO DEAL. 

Up to the present time no difficulties have 
arisen here through the collapse of the San 
Erancisco wheat deal. It is stated that the 
wheat held in Liverpool for the American ring 
is held under good margins. It is feared, 
however, that the trade has suffered and that 
failures will ensue. 

CHAMBERLAIN’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, in his speech at 
the Liberal-Unionist banquet to Lord Harting- 
ton last night, said that the bye elections 
for members of Parliament really re- 
dounded to the eredit of the Liberal- 
Unionists. They show that the Glad- 
stonians are rapidly abandoning the 
evils of the Gladstone heresy. All the 
recent Gladstonian candidates are fervent 
worshippers of the four points laid down by 
Lord Hartington a yearago. They assure us 
that they have reason to believe that Mr. 
Gladstone is a convert to the Liberal- 
Unionist principles, and are indignant if any 
one is sceptical of this point. Our oppo- 
nents appropriate our opinions and persecute 
us for holding them. The issue _ is 
whether we shall accept Mr. Trevelyan's in- 
terpretation of Mr. Gladstone’s oracular utter- 
ances, und whether we have confidence 
enough in Mr. Treveylan to feel satisfied that 
he willresist Mr. Gladstone’s new proposals, 
should he find that he has been 
too sanguine in his estimate of 
Mr. Gladstone’s intentions, Mr. Chamberlain 
conciuded by drawing an alarming picture of 
what would have been the — — state of 
affairs had Mr. Gladstone’s bills been passed, 
a fate from which Lord Martington’s firm- 
ness, be suid, had saved the country. 

The Times, commenting on the banquet, 
says it was a natural and a proper compliment 
to a statesman whose services to the Unionists’ 
cause have been of extreme importance and 
value. 

GOVERNMENT-AIDED IMMIGRANTS. 
One hundred and six Government-aided

court and refused to admit only those 
he saw fit, and another point was that one of 
the three counts in the original indictment 
against Maxwell was bad. Our State Supreme 
Court admits that it was defective. Our trial 
court gave instructions and supplied what 
was lacking in the count. Therefore the 
indictment was prepared by the court 
and not by the Grand-jury as required by law; 
that no man should be compelled to testify 
against himself; that Detective Dingfelder’s 
testimony should beeliminated. Dingfelder 
obtained his alleged confession by artifice. He 
was placed in Maxwell’s cell for that 
purpose and the Court connived at the 
trick. For that reason 1 think that 
anything Dingfelder obtained from Maxwell 
should not be admitted in evidence. Justice 
Miller granted my application as soon as I 
completed myargument. The effect of that 
will be to postpone the execution of Maxwell's 
sentence until after the Supreme Court has 
passed upon the merits of our plea. 

Am I confident of success? Well, Justice 
Miller’s prompt action has inspired me with 
hope. The principal question to be argued 
before the Supreme Court is as to whether it 
has jurisdiction over the points we have 
raised. There might be the most glaring 
errors in a lower court, you know, 
and still the Supreme Court could 
not notice them for want of jurisdiction. If the 
Supreme Court decides. thgt it has jurisdic- 
tion, I have no doubt that the case will be re- 
versed and a new trial ordered, but if 
the court holds that it cannot notice 
the point we have raised, of course that will 
bean end of the matter, and of Maxwell, 
unless the Governor should interfere.’’ 

‘‘When do you expect to argue the case 
pefore the Supreme Court?’’ 

Well, ifthe case is not advanced on the 
docket it will be two years before it is reached. 
I presume, however, that the counsel for the 
prosecution will ask to have it advanced, and 
move to have the case dismissed for lack of 
jurisdiction. In that event the matter may 
be disposed of as early as  Octo- 
ber. But, as I said, if the Court 
decides that it has no jurisdiction, I have no 
doubt we shall get a new trial. My 
only anxiety is as to the question 
of jurisdiction, and I firmly believe 
that we shall be able to convince the Supreme 
Court that they have jurisdiction.

MALLEABLE GLASS. 


A Lawrenceburg Store Clerk Discovers the 
Lost Art of Making Malleable Glass. 


From a Lawrenceburg (Ind) Special. 
The lost art of making malleable glass 
has been discovered by C. M. Caldwell, a 
mechanical genius in the employ of Messrs. 
Birdwhistell & Mountjoy, hardware mer- 
chants and iron-workers of this place. 
Mr. Caldwell has been experimenting for 
a number of months, and had carried the 
experiments to such an extent that a 
nuruber of our citizens began to think 
he was cranky, and put him in the 
same category with would-be inventors of 
erpetual motion and flying machines. 
ut this week he has brought forth from 
his flery crucibles results that will not 
only astonish the world, but will algo en- 
tirely revolutionize the manufacture of 
glass. Mr. Caldwell’s laboratory (if we 
may so call it) is situated in the rear of 
Birdwhistell & Mountjoy’s. workshop. 
Its contents are a puddling furnace about 
the size of an ordinary bake-oven. It is 
built of fire-brick and contains numerous 
pockets in which to place crucibles. 
A pile of crucibles and several bags of 
borax fill one corner of the room and 
a lot of charcoal another. A portable 
forge, patent fan-blower,a pile of glass 
bottles and broken window-glass about 
complete the contentsof the establish- 
ment. Aside from the above facts, the 
balance of Mr. Caldwell’s secret still re- 
mains with himself. 
He has about 400 poundsof malleable 
ie on his work-bench. For the en- 
ightenment of the writer he got his ham- 
mer and flattened outa huge ball of it 
until it was not much thicker than a piece 
of tin plate; then he put it through a pair 
of rollers and rolled it into the shape of a 
bucket. He then fiattened out another 
. and put a bottom on the bucket. 
e then put ears and a bail on it of the 
Same material. The bucket was thus 
made entirely of glass, even the rivets for 
the ear being of such tensile strength as 
to not require the use of any metal rivets 
whatever. 
Mr. Caldwell made a number of pint 
cups the shape of an ordinary tin cup. 
numerous other vessels and some small 
ornaments as mementves, etc. 
The discovery has caused considerable 
excitement in Lawrenceburg, and Mr. 
Caldwell is now the observed of all observ- 
ers, as it is well known an immense for- 
tune is in store for him, as well as the vast 
importance of his discovery to the civil- 
ized world at large.

GINGER ALES OF MANY KINDS. 


A Manufacturer Reveals Some of His Own 
and Other People’s Secrets. 


From the New York Mail and Express. 

„The demand for ginger ale,’’ said a 
manufacturer of that beverage recently 
to a reporter for the Mail and Express, 
rapidly increases. About twenty — 
ago, when Istarted in the business, there 
were only thirty other manufacturers. 
Now 1 simply make the extract for 
others to put into portable form 
and these others have grown from 
thirty to more than 500. Most of the man- 
ufacturers use the same method. They 
mix the extract with fine syrup, dilute 
with water until an ordinary bottle con- 
tains about fifteen drops of ginger. and 
then put this into bottles with a carbonic 
acid machine. Two qualities are made, 
one for private use and for first-class ho- 
tels and saloons, and one for the regular 
bar-room trade. The difference is almost 
entirely in the quality of the extract used. 
The best quality sells at $1 or $1.20 a case 
of twenty-four bottles. The cheaper kind 
costs only 50 cents to 75 cents a case. 

‘*Three-fourths of the so-called im- 
— article is manufactured here. The 

ottles belonging to the favorite brands 
are kept and sent to us to be refilled. We 
leave the labels intact, or if they are dam- 
aged paste on fac-similes, and put in 
new corks and metal capsules or tags. 
There is nct one person ina thousand who 
can detect the fraud. In one first-class 
hotel in this city I have been refilling bot- 
tles for seven years, and suppose I shall 
continue to do so as long as I am in the 
business.“ 

Is there any bad ginger ale in the mar- 
ket?’’ 

es; there are two bad kinds, and 
both are so bad that the Board of Health 
should stop the manufacture of them. 
They are made in large quantities in this 
city and sold chiefly in beer and ice-cream 
saloons. One is made from cheap ginger 
and is doctored with red pepper and chem- 
icals to give it body and bite. The men 
who make it — that red pepper is good 
for the stomach, but they carefully say 
nothing about the chemicals, The other, 
and worst kind, is a German production. 
Instead of making it of pure ginger, they 
buy, wherever they can, spoiled and con- 
demned ginger root. Some of them make 
their essence from this and strengthen it 
with cayenne pepper. Others grind it up 
and brew a vile beer from it, and then fla- 
vor it with red pepper. Youcan easily de- 
tect this by letting itstandalittle. A thick 
sediment forms at the bottom and it soon 
turns sour. Its cheapness, however, 
recommends it to unscrupulous saloon- 
keepers. It never costs more than 50 vents 
a case, and often as low as 38 cents.“

Marvelous Experience With a Thunder- 
bolt on a Farm.

Gamble for Big Stakes.

Long Branch is an American cousin to 
Monte Carlo, and the American Prince of 
Monaco here is Phil Daly. Daly is not 
at all the ideal gambler. e is a 
portly gentleman of refined manners, 
always wears a dress suit in the evening, 
lives elegantly but not ostentatiously 2 
one of the prettiest cottages at the Branch 
and has the polite,suave and stately man- 
ners of a gentleman of the old school. His 
aim is to make his place here equal to any- 
thing of the kind in Europe, andas far as 
the respectability of his patrons goes he 
beats Monte Carlo all hollow. Any night 
in the gorgeous saloon of his Penusylva- 
nia Club can be seen men well known in 
business, political and social life in the 
great cities of the country. The people who 
go to Phil Daly’s of a night are, meta-

The Health Department Meeting With Little 
Success in the Attempts to Check the 
Spread of Diphtheria—Street-Commis- 
sioner Turner in the Role of a Humorist— 


Weekly Mortality—Municipal Matters. 


The delegates are spending considerable 
time about the City Hall. Some of the munlei- 
pal legislators have been very busy since the 
adjournment. They did not communicate the 
nature of their business to any one but achosen 
few, and it was not until yesterday that the 
subject of the numerous conferences 
leaked out. They are still at work 
on the combine plan, which proposes to oust 
Speaker Bannerman, the clerical force, and to 
reconstruct the committees of the House. 
Nolan’s appointment to the Railroad Commit- 
tee has not straightened out the complications 


as the other members of the combine believe 
it will make him weaken. Hilgeman has been 
unable to hold his forces together. Delegate 
Billy Gartenbach, who was — to by one 
of the ‘‘combiners,’’ sugges a plan. In an- 
swer to the invitation to join the crowd 
he said: ‘‘If you have got fourteen men who 
will stand together. I’ll goin, but I don’t want 
to go in and get left on the break- up.“ 
‘How will we hold them together?’’ 
„Make each man 1 up 31,000, replied 
Gartenbach, ‘‘and he does not live up 
to his contract he forfeits his money. 
This proposition since then appears to 
offer the only solution, as between the de- 
mands of Hilgeman and Pohiman the ‘‘com- 
bine’’ cannot be held together. 
Gartenbach is counted as a Mayor Francis 
man and has been accused of giving away the 
secrets of the meetings, but the above state- 
ments indicate where he stands. 


Weekly Mortality. 


Two hundred and fifty-two deaths were ro- 
ported during the week at the Health Com- 
missioner’s office. During the corresponding 
week last year 166 were reported. The annual 


rate per thousand hasrun up to 31.2. Six of 
the deaths reported to-day were attributed to 
heatstroke, 2 to suicide, 2 to homicide and 6 
toaccident. Sixteen deaths resulted in cases 
of diphtheria. 


The Diphtheria, 


The Health Department is not elated over 
the slow progress made in checking diph- 
theria. A large sanitary force bas been kept 
at work for several months following up cases 


reported by the physicians and disinfecting 
premises where the disease had found victims. 
All along it was hoped that when the schools 
closed it would cut off communication between 
children from infected portions and others 
from healthy districts who would bring the 
— into new neighborhoods. The vacation 

egan nearly six weeks ago, but the Health 
Department has made no greater success with 
the disease than before. During the week 
closing at hoon to-day, sixteen deaths from 
diphtheria were reported. It is feared that if 
these figures are not cut down by September 
when the schools reopen, it will spread 
through town generally. 


Gen. Turner as a Humorist. 


The announcement that Gen. Turner is a 
humorist will appear funny in the eyes of 
Street Department employes, but funny as it 
may seem, it is nevertheless a solemn fact. 


While the statement may be astounding to 
Street Department men it will be no surprise 
to the General’s fellow members of the Board 
of Public Improvement, the scene of jocular 
perpetrations.

MALLEABLE GLASS. 


A Lawrenceburg Store Clerk Discovers the 
Lost Art of Making Malleable Glass. 


From a Lawrenceburg (Ind) Special. 

The lost art of making malleable glass 
has been discovered by C. M. Caldwell, a 
mechanical! genius in the employ of Messrs. 
Birdwhistell & Mountjoy, hardware mer- 
chants and iron-workers of this place. 
Mr. Caldwell has been experimenting for 
a number of months, and had carried the 
experiments to such an extent that a 
nuruber of our citizens began to think 
he was cranky, and put him in the 
same category with would-be inventors of 
erpetual motion and flying machines. 
ut this week he has brought forth from 
his fiery crucibles results that will not 
only astonish the world, but will also en- 
tirely revolutionize the manufacture of 
glass. Mr. Caldwell’s laboratory (if we 
may so call it) is situated in the rear of 
Birdwhistell & Mountjoy’s workshop. 
Its contents are a puddling furnace about 
the size of an ordinary bake-oven. It is 
built of fire-brick and contains numerous 
pockets in which to place crucibles. 
A pile of crucibles and several bags of 
borax fill one corner of the room and 
a lot of charcoal another. A portable 
forge, patent fan-blower, a pile of glass 
bottles and broken window-glass about 
complete the contentsof the establish- 
ment. Aside from the above facts, the 
balance of Mr. Caldwell’s secret still re- 
mains with himself. 

He has about 400 poundsof malleable 
gee on his work-bench. For the en- 
ightenment of the writer he got his ham- 
mer and fiattened outa huge ball of it 
until it was not much thicker than a piece 
oftin plate; then he put it through a pair 
of rollers and rolled it into the shape ofa 
bucket. He then fiattened out another 
7 and put a bottom on the bucket. 

e then put ears and a bail on it of the 
Same material. ‘The bucket was thus 
made entirely of glass, even the rivets for 
the ear being of such tensile strength as 
to not require the use of any metal rivets 
whatever. 

Mr. Caldwell made a number of pint 
cups the shape of an ordinary tin cup. 
numerous other vessels and some small 
ornaments as mementwes, etc. | 
The discovery has caused considerable 
excitement in Lawrenceburg, and Mr. 
Caldwell is now the observed of all observ- 
ers, as it is well known an immense for- 
tune is in store for him, as well as the vast 
importance of his discovery to the civil- 
ized world at large. 

Mr. Caldwell is experimenting with a 
number of bottles which he has just placed 
in the crucible in the puddling furnace. 
They are packed with borax and some other 
chemicals—which, of course,are a secret— 
aud covered over with charcoal. Then 
the blower is run by the power in the 
workshop, and in about twelve hours the 
lass is malleable. It is cooled slowly, and 
he day after coming from the crucible 
can be hammered into any shape as easily 
as if it were copper or lead. It is not the 
least brittle, and no particles fly from it. 
This discovery is indeed wonderful, and if 
the process of hardening 1 (another 
of the lost arts) could only be discovered 
the world would again be in possession of 
the two most useful arts for many centu- 
ries lost to all human knowledge.

The men 
who make it — that red pepper is good 
for the stomach, but they carefully say 
nothing about the chemicals, The other, 
and worst kind, is a German production. 
Instead of making it of pure ginger, they 
buy, wherever they can, spoiled and con- 
demned ginger root. Some of them make 
their essence from this and strengthen it 
with cayenne pepper. Otners grind it up 
and brew a vile beer from it, and then fla- 
vor it with red pepper. Youcan easily de- 
tect this by letting itstandalittie. A thick 
sediment forms at the bottom and it soon 
turns sour. Its cheapness, however, 
recommends it to unscrupulous saloon- 
keepers. It never costs more than 50 cents 
a case, and often as low as 38 cents.“

It 
is through these spotted men that 
the average tax-payer has to 
sue for favors at the City 
Hall, where they exercise an influence 
and authority discreditable to our citizen- 
ship and notoriously enlisted in boodle 
enterprises. 

Like other men in their line of business, 
like TWEED and JacoB SuHakP, they forget 
the fate of the pitcher that goes often to 
the well. Snakr. for twenty years a suc- 
cessful boodler in ward politics, is now 
sentenced to the penitentiary, and all of his 
ill-gotten gains cannot avert his doom. 
There are men in St. Louis treading in his 
tracks and a similar fate awaits them. 
Their self-confident sense of security, 
their very reliance on the power of boodle 
influence will betray them at last. They 
are rushing things at a dangerous gait in 
the Municipal Assembly. They should 
give that body a little rest, and for de- 
cency’s sake a little chance to show that 
it is there for some other purpose besides 
passing bills with boodle in them. 


THE TWO SYSTEMS. 

When a vote in the House of Commons 
forces a reference of the issue directly to 
the people, and the formation of a new 
ministry in harmony with the popular 
majority follows, a question is raised in 
the American mind whether this very 
democratic feature of the British Govern- 
ment may not place that Government 
more directly under popular control than 
ours is placed by our system of elections. 

The present situation in England seems 
to be a conclusive answer to this question. 
A Tory ministry, sustained by a large 
coalition majority in the House, is now 
boasting of its ability to govern contrary 
to the clearest manifestations of the pop- 
ular will at the bye elections, until the 
general election five years hence. A lease 
of power obtained from the people by 
political intrigue and a fraudulent pre- 
sentation of the issues, can be held and 
exercised throughout the entire period 
of a septennial Parliament, no matter 
how soon after the election the fraud 
may be exposed, or how clearly the 
popular opposition to the ministerial 
policy may be indicated. The only check 
upon the success of this programme is the 
feeble influence whith a desire for re- 
election to an unsalaried position may 
have on the ministerial supporters who 
find themselves at variance with a major- 
ity of their constituents. They can rea- 
sonably count on new issues and new op- 
portunities for squaring themselves with 
their constituencies before five years roll 
around. 

In other words, the House of Commons 
is as independent of the popular will as 
ours would be if the members held their 
seats for seven years instead of two. The 
result is that the Executiveis more remote 
from the people than ours, which must go 
to the poils every four years. The respon- 
sibility of the Executive to a House elected 
for seven years cannot subject either the 
Executive or the Legislature to popular 
control or to the influence of public opin- 
ion as directly as our system of electing a 
House and one-third of the Senate every 
two years and a President every four.

SENATOR STANFORD’s attention was 
talled to a certain case at law in which 
the allegation was made that E. B.

Toa 
direct question whether he had grossly be- 
crayed his trust as a railroad official, and 
conspired with others to wrong the com- 
pany, the public and the United States 
Governnient, this Uni tes Senator 
could not say no, and had to return a 
halting and evasive answer, when ques- 
tioned on the witness stand by the Pacific 
Railroad Commission.

for the settlement of populous Territories 
and new States for Chicago to trade with. 
Some St. Louis cattlemen are interested in 
keeping the Indian Territory as it is, but 
Kansas City and Chicago get their cattle, 
and St. Louis gets nothing but the privi- 
lege of paying 2% per cent taxes on vacant 
lots that would be covered with huge in- 
dustrial establishments or dwellings 
within five years after the opening of the 
Indian Territory. 


CouNTY COMMISSIONER VAN PELT, who 
was yesterday awarded two years in the 
penitentiary as one of the eleven boodlers 
convicted at Chicago, was at the head of 
the Chicago business men who went to 
Washington to urge President CLEVELAND 
to appoint MoGaRIGLE, now a fugitive in 
Canada, to the Marshalship of the North- 
ern District of Illinois. Turning from an 
inspection of a number of Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND’s employes, we should be at a loss 
to account for his refusing to ap- 
point McGaRIGLE on VAN PELT’S recom- 
mendation. But it is said that their 
looks made a bad impression on the Presi- 
dent and he refused. There was nothing 


against them at that time but their looks. 


They neglected to induce the Chicago 
Democrats to denounce them as disrepu- 
table and bad men. Perhaps if the Balti- 
more Reform League or the Maryland 
Civil-Service Reform Association had pre- 
ferred charges against them and de- 
nounced and exposed themfas unworthy 
of public trust, they would have been ap- 
pointed in spite of their looks, and been 
kept in office in spite of pigeon-holed 
charges, as has been done in quite a num- 
ber of similar cases. 


SECRETARY FAIRCHILD is forced to re- 


lieve business and rid the Treasury of its 


surplus for the nonce by prepaying $22,- 
$19,764 of interest from four to five months 
before it is due, and also by offering to 
spend $26,000,000 in buying 4%-per-cent 
bonds ata premium. This is a very ef- 
fective way of bulling bonds, and the 
bondholders at least are not suffering 
from our present system of excessive tax- 
ation. Bonds upon which over $300,000, - 
000 of currency can be issued and upon 
which the interest can be had six months 
or a year in advance at a merely nominal 
rebate are likely to command a very high 
premium. But when the Secretary has no 
other use for the money, and Wall street 
is clamoring for it, he feels bound to let 


it go. . 
Plenty to Eat Yet. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 


Attention has been called to the fact that 
while in the seven years since the census was 
taken the population of the country bas un- 
doubtedly increased until it is upwards of 
60,000,000, the wheat crop is not as greatas in 
1880, and the corn crop is but little larger. The 
number of swine is not as great as at that 
period, while the numberof milch cows and 
sheep have not increased in proportion to the 
increase of population. From this it is argued 
that we are growing in population faster than 
in the ability to feed a large population. “This 
argument would have some value u it were 
not for the fact that both in 1880 and now our 
agricultural products were largely in excess of 
the demand for home consumption. When 
the demand shall arise, this country can m- 
crease its crops of wheat and corn almost 
indefinitely. It has enough and to spare for 
all possible demands at present.

“RUE HISTORY OF THE FAMOUS WAR 
CHARACTER. 


How the Old Peddler Ran the Gauntiet of 
Two Armies—Playing Spy and Reaping a 
Golden Harvest—Fancy Prices He Used 
to Charge—Some Romantic Tales Punct- 
ured by a St. Louis Gentleman. 


The publication in the Posr-Disraron last 
night of the death of Pardaw Warsley, the old 
wer character, has revived many interesting 
reminiscences. The dispatch was sent out 
by the Associated Press from Jamestown, N. 
T., where the old man died. Prob- 
ably there was no figure connected 
with the war which was more unique 
and picturesque than Warsley. His double 
life, one day with the Confederates, the 
next day up North, gave his history «a 
a touch of romance, and his relations to 
Mosby, the raider, gave his experiences 
a thrilling coloring. The sly old man Was as 
sly after the war as before. He 
„never told his love. It was hard to 
get him to unravel his mysterious 
connection with the Confederacy, and when- 
ever he did speak it was to tellsome improba- 
ble yarn, no doubt to keep his neighbors from 


learning the facts that were woven into the five 
years that made his life memaroble. It was 
no doubt this reticence on one hand and the 
disposition to draw the long bow that made it 
so difficult to get at the exact history of his 
life. 

No more accurate and entertaining review 
of Warsley’s double life will be printed than 
that which Mr. John W. Munson of this city 
has brought out of his personal recollections. 
Mr. Munson thus tells about Warsley: 

AN INTERESTING STORY. 

The telegram from Jamestown, N. T., an- 
nouncing the death of Warsley, a former 
Union spy, in so far as it pertains to Col. 
Mosby, is very inaccurate. I was riding with 
Col. Mosby one day, in 1864, starting out on a 
scouting trip, when one of our men rode up 
and informed the Colonel that a ‘‘ Yankee ped- 
dier’’ had just driven into Middleburg (Lou- 
don County, Va.) with a wagon-load of 


oods. We met old ‘‘Warsley,’’ as he 
old us his name was, a te 
hours after, sitting in his wagon 
with his wife by his side. Col. Mosby asked 


him afew questions and got very straightfor- 
ward, plausible answers, and with no more 
delay said to him: Naw, Warsley, let's un- 
derstand each other from the start. You are 
a Yankee spy sent up here to try to catch me 
or my men, but we have been catching sutlers 
too long to be caught by as poor a specimen as 
vou. I want to make use of you—and as 
1 intend you shall make money by it I 
am not afraid to trust you. I want you 
to do the shoppin for my command. 
We will give you orders to fill in Baltimore 
and Washington—and you bring us the goods 
and make your big profit on them—and I will 
protect you. Ifanyof my men harm youl 
will punish them. You can carry this on just 
as long as you choose, for you have only to 
report to your masters in Washington after 
you return there from each trip after me, that 
ou have not guite caught me yet, but you 
ope to do 80 the next time. 
Don’t you see? Now I'll give my 
men notice that they can begin making 
up their orders for you at once. ecolleet, I 
don’t object to your taking back all the in- 
formation you choose, nor to your trying to 
catch me orthe men. Ifit amuses you it 
don’t hurt us. Alll require of vou for the 
protection I grant you, instead of having you 
shot, is that you fillall our orders promptly. 
What do you say?’’ 
BIT AT THE BAIT. 

Old Warsley wastoo smarta trader not to 
see that this was a grand chance for him, and 
he not only accepted the Colonel’s offer, but 
lived > to it honestly and made 
plenty of money byit. At the first meeting 
with him I gave him an order for eight yards 
of gray 1 with all the necessary buff 
and gold trimmings, buttons, lining, etc., for 
anobby suit; also for a soft bat witha gold 
cordand ostrich plume, also a pair of fine 
cavalry boots, and lastly, forthe handsomest 
doll baby he could find in Baltimore. Col. 
Mosby ordered a sack of coffee and some other 
goods. Warsley went back loaded wiih orders, 
and in due time he came back with every order 
filled. He charged me Au yard for the cordu- 
roy, $10 for hat, $15 for the boots, and $20 for 
the doll vey but he paid me $2 a 
pound fora big box of chewing tobacco. He 
not only filled orders for ‘‘Mosby’s men, but 
for citizens generally, buying any article 
ordered. We looked upon bim asa Godsend, 
and never thought of being suspicious of him. 
We knew our man too well. Haa 
the authorities in Washington who 
employed him not seen through his little 

ame and put a stop to it, he micht 
ave kept v3 his peddling till the end of the 
war. Finally when he was found out“ b 
his employers, he informed on some Balti- 
more merchants who had sold him goods 
knowing they were to go South and had them 
arrested. This is the only thing we had 
against him. 

SOME DENIALE&. *

FIGHTING FOR LIFE 


JERRY PAGELS’ ATTORNEYS MAKING DES- 
PERATE EFFORTS TO SAVE HIM. 


Their Application for a Writ of Error Be- 
fased by Justice Harlan, and Forwarded 
to Justice Miller—The Latter Ex- 
pected to Pass on the Case at Once—The 
Constitutional Points Involved—Should 
the Application Be Refused the Insanity 
Dodge Will Be Tried—The Condition of 
the Next Candidate for the Gallows. 


Messrs. Kinealy and Bullock, attorneys for 
Jerry Pagels, who is sentenced to hang on 
Friday next, state thatthey have not been to 
sec Judge Harlan of the United States Supreme 
Court, but did make application to him 
for a writ of error. They were ap- 
pointed by the Court to defend Pagelis, 
and consequently received no pay for their 
work in the case. As they had already ex- 
pended all the money they could afford out of 
their own pockets on the case, they were un- 
able to go on to Washington to make appli- 
cation in person to Judge Harlan for 
a writ of error. They prepared their 
brief and sent it on, and also wrote hima let- 
ter explaining matters. They made applica- 
tion to Justice Harlin because he was the most 
accessible of the United States Supreme Court 
Judges, being the only one who was 
in Washington. Their time was so brief 
that they had to apply to the most 
convenient Judge, it being necessary in case 
the writ was granted to have the record sent 
to the Clerk of the United States Supreme 
Court at Washington and have him issue the 
writ staying the execution. Judge Harian tel- 
egraphed them that he would have to re- 
fuse them the writ, but that they could 


opply toany of the other Judges of the court 
hey so desired. They then requested him 
to send on their brief and the record to Justice 
Miller at Biock Island, and at the same time 
wrote the latter a letter explaining matters. 
It is expected that he received both the record 
and their letter this morning. 

JUSTICE HARLAN 
having telegraphed them that he had sent the 
record and brief to Justice Miller as requested. 
The attorneys have requested the latter judge 
to notify them by telegraph if the writ is re- 
fused, and to notify the Clerk of the Criminal 
granted 
and to send brief and record 
to the Clerk of the United States Supreme 
Court at Washington so he can make out the 
writ. Itisclaimed thatatelegram from the 
Judge announcing the granting of the writ is 
sufficient to stay the execution of Pagels un- 
til the writ itself can be issued. 

THE CONSTITUTIONAL POINTS 
on which it is hoped to secure the writ Ww 
out ofthe fourteenth amendment, which is 
very broad in its meaning. Itis claimed that 
Pagels is being deprived of his life without 
due process oflaw. There is a law in this 
State which provides that a man shall be tried 
by ajury of citizens. One ot the jurymen in 
the Pagels’ case had not taken out his final 
naturalization papers, although he had de- 
clared his intention to do sesome two years 
previously. The defense challenged him, bat 
the Court would not sustain the challenge, 
holding that as the man had taken out his 
first papers and declared his intention of tak 
ing out his second pavers he was practically a 
citizen and a competent juror. Paygels’ at- 
terneys hold that he could not be a citizen 
until he had taken out his final 
papers. Ashe was not a eitkzen and was per- 
mitted to sit on the jury, they hold that the 
fourteenth amendment was violated, and the 
defendant deprived of his life without due 
process of law. Another of their points grows 
out of this one, being but a continuation of it, 
they holding that the Court’s denial of their 
challenge to the juror was aviolation of the 
same provision of the fourteenth amendment. 
NOT MUCH FAITH 
has been placed on the points either by at- 
torneys here generally or Messrs Kinealy and 
Bullock themselves. They merely think there 
is a possibility of there being a Federal ques- 
tion involved, and want to secure every pos- 
sible technicality for their client. In case 
they fail to secure the writ of error 
from Judge Millerthey will probably ask for 
a Sheriffs jury inguire into Pageis’ 
sanity. They are now making inquiries to 
ascertain what testimony they con secure 
tending to show hisinsanity. This is a forlorn 
hope, however, as Pageis has really never dis- 
played any symptoms of mental disorder. The 
onty thing favorable to their insanity theory is 
some of Pageis’ relatives died in 

Insane sesylums, and that Hugh Mottram 
Brooks, or Maxwell, believes at Pagels is 
consequently insane. Insanity has been set 
up so often in murder cases asa plea that the 
public have lost all confidence in these claims. 
and unless they are supported by very stron 
evidence a man’s chance for escaping the gat 
lows in that manner is very slender indeed. 

PAGELS’ CRIME 
Was very cold-blooded. He was the foreman

A VERDICT OF SUICIDE. 


The Coroner's Investigation of James 
Barnes’ Death Completed. 


Dr. W. L. Blickhahn this morning completed 
his post-mortem examination on the body of 
James Barnes, whose death was shrouded in 
some mystery. The proprietor of the house, 
$15 South Fourteenth street, where Barnes 
died, thought it a case of suicide by strychnine 
poisoning, but as there was no evidence of 
the contraction of the muscies and suffering 
which usually follows the use of this 
drug, the Coroner determined to investigate. 
Dr. Blickhahn found the heart and kidneys 
of Barnes so yy Ronee ey they 
were sufficient to have produced death. He 
also found strychnine in the stomach, how- 
ever, and his opinion is that there was 80 
little evidence of the usual effects of the drug 
because the heart and kidneys were so far 
ne that when taken the poison produced 
eath almost instantly. A verdict of suicide 
was accordingly rendered.

A TRUE NOBLEMAN. 


Lord George Drummond Dies in Great Des- 
titution in New Yerk. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 
New York, August 6.—In George Drum- 
mond, an emaciated young man who breathed 
his last on a cot in St. Luke’s Hospital yester- 
day morning, few people would have recog- 
nized a Scotch nobleman whose romantic 
career has created for him an intereston both 
gides of the Atlantic. His full name and title 
was Lord George Essex Montife Drummond, 
He was in his 3lst year, having been born on 
September 3, 1856. For some time past Lord 
Drummond had been suffering from consump- 
tion, and only recently, at the instance of the 
British consulate, he was provided with a 


bed in St. Luke’s. The deceased had long 
been estranged from his Scotch rela-. 
tives and leaves a wife and child 
with no means of obtaining a livell- 
hood, except through the charity of strangers. 
Before he attained his majority Lord Drum- 
mond developed’ democratic tendencies and 
created a walt bebe con himself and the other 
members of his — by contracting a mar- 
riage which his blue - blooded relatives pleased 
to term a mesalliance. His wife was certainly 
not his equal in social position, but she pos- 
sessed a good education, was of a good family, 

retty and of a lovable disposition. 

hat she really loved her noble hus- 
band is proven by the fact that all 
through his unfortunate career she has clung 
tohim and endesvored asfar as wasin her 
power to recompense him for 

THE POSITION HE HAD SACRIFICED. 

Lord Drummond’s family made many over- 
tures for a reconciliation, but always with the 
condition that the young man should discard 
his wife and couform to their idea of uphold- 
ing the dignity of the name of Drummond.The 
Earl of Perth, Lord Drummond’s grandfather, 
and to whose title and property he would have 
succeeded had he lived, was the most active 
and persistent in proposing this basis 
for a reconciliation. isgusted by the 
narrow-mindedness of his kinsfolk and 
grieved that they should think him base 
enough to accept such a condition, Lord 
Drummond came to America, determined to 
carve out a future for himself. For a time he 
succeeded fairly weil and was able to provide 
a comfortable home for his wife and child. 
At the time when his prospects seemed 
brighter, he began to developed symptoms of 
consumption, and finaily when he became un- 
able to work and his funds were exhausted he 
was forced to seek and accept assistance from 
the British Consul. 

Just before his death, realizing that his days 

were numbered, he expressed a wish to live 
long enough to take his wife and child to En- 
gland. There he would make one more effort 
to effect an honorable reconciliation. Could he 
accomplish this he said he would die con- 
tented; Mrs. Drummond or more properly 
Lady Drummond, though itseems a mockery 
to call her so in her present condition, is ab- 
solutely without means, and unless the dead 
nobleman’s relatives on the other side, of his 
friends on this side, contribute the 
money to pay his funeral expenses, he 
will very likely find his final resting piace in 
Potter's fleld. The deceased lord’s predeces- 
sors were ennobledin 1487, when Sir John 
Drummond, PF. C., was created Baron Drum 
mond. James Drummond, the fourth baron 
of the name, was a distinguished courtier and 
was created Earl of Perth by James VI. of 
Scotiand, in 1605. The title and estates were 
attained several times,but George Drummond, 
the fourteenth Earl of Perth, obtained a re- 
versal ofall attainers bya special act of Par- 
liament in 1853. 


A QUAINT OLD PLACE. 


The Town of Marion, Where Mrs. Cleveland 
is Making a Summer Visit.

MARION, Mass., August 6.—Few people 
know that the place chosen by Mrs. Cleve- 
land for her summer visit is the original from 
which Heury James painted the pen pic- 
ture ot The Little Town of Marion, which 
appeared in The Bostonians .’’

Gradually afew 
people have come to know the charms of the 
quaint old town and its delightfulness as a 
vum mer resort or residence. A small number 
of these have built cottages here, others rent 
some of the old-fashioned houses. 

Mrs. Oleveland, her mother and a maid re- 
mained quietly at home most of the time at 
Marion yesterday. They took a short ride in 
the afternoon. In the evening Mrs. Cleveland 
and her lady friends, with Gen. Greely, went 
palling with Royal Rider in his sloop yacht 
Alice. At about 4 o'clock the party embarked 
aud spent afew hours pleasantly on Buzzara’s 
Bay. They returned before dark in the best of 
spirits, and went to Gen. Greely’s house for 
finner.

COLLECTOR FOLEY SEIZES ANOTHER 
AMERICAN SCHOONER AT SOURIS. 


The J. H. Perkins the Victim—Charge« of 
Violating the Custom Laws by Ship ping 
Men—The Complaint Made by Two of the 
Crew—Admiral Luce’s Instructions—Con- 
sul-General Phelan’s Action. 


legraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
1 Nova Scotia, August 6.— Collector 
Foley has made another seizure at Souris, 
Prince Edward’sIsland. This time the victim 
is the North Haven schooner J. H. Perkins, 
McDonald, Master. She was seized on the 
charge of violating the custom laws by ship- 
ping men. It appears from statements volun- 
teered by two of the Perkins’ crew ,made upon 
oath, that six men were shipped on the north 
side of Prince Edward’s Island on the 29th ult. 
Skipper McDonald does not deny the charge, 
and has made a formal declaration to Collector 
Foley tothe effect that he had arranged by 
correspondence last winter to ship these men 
on his present trip. He wanted men and when 
he arrived at Souris on the 2th ult., he sent 
word to them to meethim. He knew he was not 
allowed to ship men from the shore, and in 
order notto violate the law, he instructed 
them to join his vessel at sea. He did not go 
on shore for the men, but lay to, as he sup- 
posed, four miles off shore, and the men 
rowed off to hfs vessel and shipped on her on 
the high seas as previously arranged. He 
knows of no law to prevent their doing 80, 
norto punish him for shipping them. The 
informers, however, swear that Perkins was 
not more than two miles from the shore when 

THE FOUR MEN BOARDED HER, 

and that soundings showed the Perkins was 
anchored in from three to eight fathoms. 
The Perkins arrived off the place before dark, 
and the men, did not come until 
10 at night, and during a heavy frain- 


storm. The skipper of the Perkins 
is also charged with having shipped two men 
at this port on Wednesday night. She was 
lying in the harbor among a fleet of fifty or 
sixty American vessels, and these two men 
were smuggled on board about midnight. 
Skipper McDonald makes no explanation of 
this second charge, but the proof is un- 
doubted. Collector Foley has reported the 
facts at Ottawa, and awaits instructions of 
the Minister of Customs. There is little doubt 
that the Perkins will be fined $400 for each 
offense. Minister-of-Fisheries Foster arrived 
here last night. He will bave a conference 
with Rear-Admiral Luce and Consul-General 
Phelan to-day. 
ADMIRAL LUCE’S INSTRUCTIONS. 

Rear-Admiral Luce, Commander of the 
United States Naval force in the North At- 
lantic, now in Halifax, after a careful study of 
the intricacies of the fishery question, and 
after frequent interviews with Consul-General 
Phelan, has issued a memoranaum of instruc- 
tions tothe American fishermen fleet now in 
Canadian waters. This is important, as being 
the first official instructions given to Ameri- 
can fishermen under authority of the United 
States Government. Une section is framed 
to preventa repetition of last year’s experi- 
ence, when with almost every capture made 
the seizing officer secured a statement from 
the American captain, which was construed 
into aconfession. In cases of future seizure 
Admiral Luce desires to place the burden of 
proof on the Canadian officers making the 
seizure. 

A QUESTION OF VERACITY. 

Notwithstanding the semi-denial officially 
made by the Deputy Minister of Fisheries at 
Ottawa regarding the refusal to permit the 
captured men from the Argonaut and 
the French to de shipped home in 
fishing vessels, Consul-General Phelan 
reasserts it as a fact. When Collector 
Foley refused to allow the men to be ~y = 
home in fishing vessels, Consul-General e- 
lan A to the Minister of Customs 
askin Collector Foley was justified and sus- 
tained. Mr. Phelan never received any notice 
that they would be allowed to go home in fish- 
ing vessels and they were sent home in a 
steamer, because Collector Foley refused to 
allow them to go in fishing vessels and no 
information was received from Ottawa relat- 
ing to the collector's action previously to 
their sailing in the steamer. 


SAVED FROM A WATERY GRAVE. 


Bishop Tuttle of Missouri Saves a Young 
Lady From Drowning. 


SOHENECTADY, N. I., August 6.— There is no 
prettier stream in the State than the Mohawk 
River as it flows by Schenectady, and boating 
parties enjoy its beauties nearly every pleas- 
ant evening. The Right Rev. Daniel 8. Tuttle, 
Episcopal Bishop of Missouri, was in town 
Thursday, the guest of Miss Fanny Paige, sis- 
ter of Schenectady’s Postmaster anda cousin 


of ex-Assistant-Attorney-General E. W. Paige 
of New York. In the evening Miss Paige and 
the Bishop went out on the river in a 
cranky row-boat. The lady was in the 
stern and the prelate in the bow and 
both were paddling. Finally the Bishop 
leaned a little too much to one side, and as a 
result the boat careened and Miss Paige was 
thrown headlong into very deep water. Bishop 
Tuttle immediately dived after the lady, the 
boat capsizing as he left it. Tne Bishop isa 
powerful swimmer, and when Miss Paige 
came to the surface he seized her around the 
waist and swam with her to the boat, to which 
they clung until assistance came from two 
—— men who had been attracted by Miss 

aige’s screams. The overturned boat was 
righted and taken near enough to shore 
to permit Miss Paige and Bishop 
Tuttle to cet in and row home. 
When they arrived at the point from which 
they started, however, a new difficulty pre- 
sented itself. Bishop Tuttle had leit St: Louis 
in light marching order and the soaking of his 
clothes was a serious matter with him. Buta 
happy way out suggested itself, and the 
bishop did not have to go to bed afterall. He 
and Judge Beattie are nearly of the same size, 
and as the judge lives next doar to where the 
bishop was staying, alevy was made on the 
judge’s wardrobe and the bishop was fitted 
out comfortably if not clerically.

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BEAUTIFUL PHOEBE WOODMAN. 


The Mysterious Disappearance of a Member 
of Poet Whittier’s Family. , 


By Telegravh to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

DANVERS, Mass., August 6.—The unex- 
plained disappearance of Phoebe Woodman, 
the accomplished and beautiful daughter of 
the poet Whittier’s cousin, Mrs. C. C.Wood- 
man, who lives with her distinguished rela- 
tive at Oak Knoll, a beautiful country seat at 
Danvers, has been the chief topic here for sev- 
eral days The motive which prompted her 


disappearance is a mystery. Although an 
adopted daughter, Miss Phoebe was the dol of 
the family, and was especially loved by Mr. 
Whittier, who entertained for her the affection 
of father. It was while the poet was 
spending a brief vacation in the New r 
shire hills that some circumstance caused the 
girl to break the associations which for over 
twelve years have bound her to more than 
friends and start for the far West, leaving no 
trace of her whereabouts, and, so far as can be 
learned, assigning no cause for her act. On 
the afternoon of July 28 Miss Phobe ordered 
her saddle-horse at an early hour and started 
for à ride unaccompanied. Passing down 
through the village and bowing pleasantly to 
numerous acquaintances whom she saw along 
the way, the girl turned her horse’s head 
and galloped off toward Putnamville, 
a small station twd miles below on the 
Boston 4 Maine Railroad. No one remembers 
having seen her after that, but towards even- 
ing her horse, tied to a tree, was found stand - 
ing in a grove near the railway station. Close 
at hand was a riding habit, which gave rise to 
the belief that some crime had been com- 
mitted. Inquiry at the railroad station 
brought out the factthat the young woman 
had taken a train to Boston. Search was 
made, but all trace of her waslost. The news 
was reluctantly told to Mr. Whittier, and he 
was case down with grief. He sent telegrams 
to all of His distant relatives making inquiries 
for the girl, but received notidings. She had 
been brought up under his own care and with 
the 2 — ot one year at Wheaton, he had 
been her sole instructor. 

Yesterday a telegram was received from the 
young woman at East Saginaw, Mich., saying 
that she was at that place with friends. She 
did not explain her departure, nor signify any 
intention to return.

THE CROPS. 


Reports From Various Points in the West- 
ern States—The Drouth. 


CHICAGO, III., August 6.—The Times this 
morning gives reports from various points in 
the Western States, showing the condition of 
crops. The drouth has been uncommonly 
severe in most of the territory covered by 
these advices, and some of the information 
obtained is not favorable. While some 
States have escaped with little loss, others 


have suffered very seriously. In Illinois the 
dry spell has been especially disastrous. The 
yield of hay has been light; the crop of oats is 
considerably below the average, while the 
rospect for corn is decidedly discouraging. 
From present advices it is reason- 
able to state that about halt the 
usual yield will be obtained. Many counties 
report prospects for considerable less than 
half a Crop, while only a few especially fa- 
vored localities report an average. About 
er cent of the usual yield would seem to be 
ndicated by the advices from the State. In 
the great corn center in the middle of the 
State many ot the farmers are 
cutting up the stalks for fodder 
belleving that rains, if they come at all, will 
come too late to do any good. The facts as to 
the situation inthis portion of the State are 
said to have been suppressed in former re- 


ports. 
IN INDIANA 

also, the drought has done much damage. 
Rain has not fallen in many places for more 
than four weeks, and the recent showers have 
been of little benefit. In some localities the 
corn crop is a total failure, andin no portion 
of the State is the ordinary yield 
expected. From one-third to one- 
fourth of the crop is the tenor of 
reports from this State. Hay is but a poor 
crop and oats are short of the usual produc- 
tion. In Wisconsin the drought seems to have 
been less destructive. Some localities report 
a falling-off in corn, but the crop in most sec- 
tions of the State seems likely to be an average, 
while the oat crop Is fair. he same seems to 
be true of Michigan and Obio. 

WEST OF THE MISSISSIPPI 
the advices are much more encouraging. 
Plentiful rains have fallen recently in Iowa, 
Kansas and Nebraska, which have been of 
untold benefit tothe corn. The Secretary of 
the Iowa Agricultural Society reports a prob- 
able corn yieid of 200,000,000 bushels, which is 
some 30,000,000 bushels in excess of the short 
crop of the last year. Advices from various 
portions of the State bear out this view. 

In only a very few localities is the corn poor. 
Some of the counties, indeed, report prospects 
of a bigger crop than usual, and in almost 
every locality the stand is excellent. The pros- 
pects in Kansas and Missouri are for 
a fair average crop. Reports from 200 
points on the ansas City & Fort 
Scott Road indicate an average yield 
of about thirty-five bushels to the acre. In 
Kansas the drought has been severe, but re- 
cent rains have improved the situation, and 
an average crop is looked for. The southern 
half of Nebraska has been badly scorched and 
the corn there is poor. But the prospects in 
other parts of the State and along the North 
Platte are much better and at least half an 
average crop is promised for the State. 


A BIG MONOPOLY. 


The Philadelphia Syndicate Secures Control 
of All the Chicago Street Railways. 


CHICAGO, III., August 6.—The Times this 
morning announces that the Philadelphia syn- 
dicate which purchased the North Side Street 
Railway last year has leased all the lines of 
the West Division Company. This company 
recently bought out its only competitor, and 
has franchises for all streets where car lines 
would be valuabie, so that it has an actual 


monopoly of the passenger traffic 
in the West Division, the largest 
portion of the _ city. The Times 
states that the Philadelphia syndicate has for 
some time been endeavoring to secure con- 
trol of all the stock of the West Division Com- 
pany, but that severalof the richer holders 
refused the offers made. They finaly con- 
sented to alease of the West Division Rail- 
way, provided their stock wag counted in asa 
value of $00a share, upon which an annual 
interest of 6per cent or $30 a share, should be 
guaranteed. 

An incorporation of the West Chicago Street 
Railroaa Company Was effected some time 
ago. This corporation was organized by the 
Philadelphia syndicate, it is understood, and 
this syndicate has leased the West Division 
lines for a period of ninety-nine years, agree- 
ing to pay 6 per cent on $6,250,000 as rental per 
annum, which is equalto taking all the stock 
of the company at per cent. The new com- 
pany will at once proceed to lay a cable road 
on all of the principal West Side street lines, 
and also commence, as soon as possible, the 
contruction of new tines on West Side streets, 
for which the old company now holds fran- 
chises.

SALT LAKE, Utah, August 6.—The question 
of successorship to the Presidency of the Mor- 
mon Church has been settled temporarily by 
the appearance of an address signed by Wil- 
ford Woodruff, President of the Apostles. He 
says: ‘‘As upon two former occasions in our 
history, the duty and responsibility of pre-

Miss Anna Bowman Dodd was the author of 
a little book called Old Cathedral Days, a 
fact duly recorded at its birth in these col- 
ums. Her last work, The Republic of the 
Future, is a powerful and trenchant satire 
on the growing power of Socialism and 
Woman's Rights, which should be read as a 
warning by every one who leans towards So- 
cialistic principles, and as a source of amuse- 
ment by all who do not. 

The little book, which adds to ite numerous 
merits the sterling one of orevity, consists of 
aseries of imaginary letters describing the 
fictitious journey to New York ofa Swedish 
nobleman. They are written in tne twenty-first 
century to a friend in Christiana. New York 
after a tremendous revolution, which casts 
all previous revolutions in every part of the 
world into the shade, has beeome 
a socialistic city, and the writer duly 
records his impressions. The journey 
from Norway to New York was taken 
by the route of the Pneumutic- 
Tube Electric Company, involving à rush of 
thousands of miles under the ocean, at the 
rate of five miles a minute. The correspon- 
dent waxes enthusiastic over the submarine 
scenery, but as neither the author nor her 
readers know anything at all about what 
usually takes place at the bottom of the sea, 
she is obliged to have recourse to imagina- 
tion. Here is a specimen paragraph: 

Beyond all else in point of interest was the 
spectacle of the wholesale cannibalism going 
on among the finny tribes, a cannibalism 
which still exists, in spite of the unwearying 
exertions of the numerous societies for the 
Prevention of Cruelty Among Cetacea and 
Crustacea. We passed any number of small 
boats darting in and out among the porpoises, 
dolphins and smaller fish, deliverin supplies 
(of proper Christian food) and punishing of- 
fenders. A submarine gone pee? A who 
chanced to sit next to me told me that of all 
vertebrate or invertebrate animals the fish is 
the least amenable to reformatory discipline. 
* * „ „Since, however, the Buddhistic doc- 
trine of metempsychosis has come to be 80 
universally accepted, and as each one of these 

oor creatures is in reality a soul in embryo, 
t behooves mankind to do all that lies in his 
power to elevate ail tribes and species. 

It will be seen by this episode that Miss Dodd 
is blessed with imagination as well as satiric 
power of no mean order. But she has not 
commenced yet—is merely getting her hand 
in, as it were. On arriving at New York the 
twenty-first century traveler was taken to his 
hotel in an air balloon omnibus. The vehicle 
rose abouta thousand feet into the air, afford- 
ing a fine view of the city, which struck the 
traveler as somewhat flat. In descending this 
phenomenon was explained. The whole city 
was composed of little houses.two stories high 
and as alike astwopins. This was owing to 
the fact that the Socialistic law forbade any 
man having a finer house than his neighbor, so 
all were built alike. 

In stepping into the hotel, new wonders 
arose. No one was there to welcome the 
guest or to take luggage, not even a call boy. 

Presently, however, I saw a huge iron hand 

ointing to an adjacent tabie. On the table 
ay a big book with a placard on which was 
printed Please write name, country, length 
of stay and number of rooms desired. Ali of 
which I did. The book then miraculously closed 
and disappeared. The next instant a tray 
made its appearance where the book had 
been, on the tray was a key, and on the key a 
tag with the number and words, ‘‘Take eleva- 
tor at your left to third flight. The elevator, 
as I stepped into it, stopped as if by magic at 
the thi — fy when another iron hand shot 
out of the wall, pointing me to the left. Soon 
I found the room assigned to me, opened it 
and entered to discover the 1 in per- 
fect order and the faucets in the bath chamber 
actually turned on. 

All the arrangements of the hotel were 
worked in the same way. Meals were served 
in the room by an apparatus in the wall con- 
sisting of sliding shelves. Labor of a degrad- 
ing kind being forbidden by law, all such ar- 
rangements were worked by machinery. The 
little gardens in front of houses were uncared 
for because their culture would have involved 
manual labor and consequent law-breaking. 
The city consisted of miles and miles of little 
two-story houses as like one another as 
two brown nuts. It was as flat as 
your hand and as monotonous as a 
twice-told tale. Women and men were 
dressed exactly alike, save that the women 
wore baggy trousers and the men straight 
ones. The women had no housekeeping to do, 
as that was forbidden bylaw. The food was 
supplied through conduits from Chicago by an 
electric arrangement by which it came in time 
to be hot. There were no regular meal- times; 
every one eat when they fancied it. A con- 
versation with a lady inhabitant eljcited the 
following facts: 

The perfecting of the woman movement was 
retarded for hundreds of years | the slavish 
desire of woman to please their husbands by 
dressing and cooking for them. When the 
last pie was made into the first pellet woman’s 
true freedom began. * * * Now everything 
isdone by mac rer bed-mak- 
ing, window-scrubbing and wash ng - The only 
hard work which we stillhave to do is dust- 
ing; no invention has yet been effected which 
dusts satisfactorily without breakage to the 
ornaments, which accounts for the fact also 


that the fashion of having odds and 
ends about the home has gone out. 
It was voted years ago by the 


y 
largest women's vote ever polled, that since 
men could not create self-adjusting, non- 
destructive dusters their homes must suffer; 
women were not to be degraded to hand- 
machines for the sake of ministering to men’s 
wsthetic tastes. So you see we have only the 
necessary chairs and tables. 


Asthe women outnumbered the men bya 
large majority, they were the ofiice-holders, 
Governors and rulers. A stranger's impres- 
sion on coming into the country was that 
women were the sole inhabitants. 


Women having satisfactorily emancipated 
themselves from the bondage of domestié 
drudgery, found one obstacle still in their 

th to complete and co-equal man-freedom.

Dr. McGlynn con- 
tributes a sarcastic sketch, describing ‘‘the 
new know-nothingness and the old.’’ Mon- 
cure D. Conway employs all his well-known 
trenchant satire upon no lessasubject than 
»The Queen of England. His object is to 
prove that the power of that potentate exists 
principally in her abrogation of power. 
On a Sunday in the jubilee, he remarks, 
1 attended an historical American church 
Owning some allegiance to Canterbury. The 
solid Englishman who preached on that occa- 
sion seemed tome adrift in seas of mental 
confusion. He invited us to leave contempla- 
tion of the Queen and consider her excellence 
asawoman. He pronounced her the ‘typical 
wife, typical mother, typical woman,’ but 
none of his anecdotes or illustrations warranted 
any inference that Victoria was any better 
than hundreds of good women, wives and 
mothers, around him. A cynical critic might 
have interpreted such personal eulogy as a 
sarcasm on royalty, as implying wonder that 
even ordinary womanly virtues couid exist 
coeval with it. We were also called to admire 
because Victoria sent sympathetic messages to 
Mrs. Lincoln and Mrs. Garfield. What mar- 
velous self-sacrifice! The prayers and lam- 
entations of millions of ordinary people in 
many countries — pass without notice—but 
think of these royal regrets! What are Presi- 
dents thatthe Queen should be mindful of

Having thus proved that Victoria as a 
womanis no betterthan any other woman, 
our contributor goes onto prove, with the 
same sledge-hammer style of argument, that 
asa Queen she is no better than any other 
Queen. Having thus entirely demolished her 
standing reputation he proceeds to build it up 
again on an entirely new foundation. 

That she has made her throne the tomb of 
every lastrelic of personal authority is the 
immediate jewel of her crown. The royal 
perogative has been exercised once by Glad 
stone and once by Disraeli, but never by 


Queen Victoria. As the gregtest 
writer on the English Constitution has 
said, the Queen would certainly sign 


her own death warrant were it laid before her 
by the ministers. On her accession, contem- 
orancous historians remarked that the youth- 
ul maiden followed the instructions and 
words of her ministers with an intent exact- 
ness; the literal fidelity at that ceremony has 
been followed by fifty years of intelligent 
fidelity to the Constitution. It needed but 
such a reign to sum up and consolidate all the 
results of English revolutions to embody the 
liberal progress of a thousand years to send all 
— — laws to their fossil bed, to make 
Englan what its laureate has called the 
crowned Republic. 


While Mr. Conway is thus inquiring of the 
readers of the N. A. R., Why is Victoria a 
Queen? Wong Chin Foo is demanding of the 
same constituency, Why is he aheathen? He 
proceeds to answer his own question ina very 
complete and trenchant fashion, not alto- 
gether soothing to the feelings of those who 
have been wondering through recent months 
why they are Protestants, Methodists, Roman 
Catholics, Congregationalists, Jews, or Unit- 
arians.

We 
have therefore established a rule that class 
races must be won within ten seconds of the 
limit and open races as follows, or no prizes 
will be awarded: Bicycle, quarter mile, 50 
seconds; half mile, 1:35; one mile, 3:10; two 
miles, 6:30; five miles, 17:00. Tricycle limits 
on a basis of 3:40 tothe mile. It will de inter- 
esting to observe just how much this rule will 
prevent that curse of cycle racing—loafing.

ALL GUILTY. 


The Verdict of the Jury in the Chicago 
Boodler Cases. 


CuHIcaGo, August 6.—The trial of the Chicago 
boodlers closed yesterday with the argument 
of Alexander Sullivan for the defense, fol- 
lowed by Mr. Grinnell for the State. During 


Mr. Grinnell’s address a recess was taken. 
were about leaving the court-room 
when Mr. Cottingham, one of the jurors, was 
overcome by the close air of the crowded 
room. He recovered sufficiently, however 

to be in his place when Judge Jamison read 
his instructions to the jury, after which the 
case was given to them. After waiting an hour 
and ahalfforthe return of the jury, Judge 
Jamison adjourned court until 6:30 p.m. About 
90’clock it was rumored that the jury had 
agreed upon a verdict, and the eleven de- 
fendants were brought into the court-room 
and took their accustomed seats just as the 
ury filed into court. Then the clerk, in a 
rembling voice, read the verdict which found 
each of the defendants guilty of the offenses as 
charged in the indictments. 

THE SENTENCES. 

The following are the penalties imposed: 

Commissioner McLaughrey, two years. The 
extreme penalty of the law was three years 
and a fine of $1,000. 

Commissioner Ochs, two years. 

Commissioners Leyden, Van Pelt, Wren, 
Wasserman and Warden Varnell, all got two 

ears. 

* Commissioners McCarthy, Oliver Casselman 
and Glebs, a fine of $1,000.

your letters and henceforth to regard you 
only as a friend. 
aturalization may be partial or com- 
plete, and may be detected by any one who 
is a close observer. Naturalization is 
most likely to attack those who have for- 
merly been aliens and “allowed it to get 
the upper hand of them.” Under the 
Constitution of the United States, no 
naturalized citizen dan be President, and 
a great many who have not had any diffi- 
culty of that kind find that this industry 
is overcrowded. So if you come to this 
country with a burning desire to obtain em- 
ployment as President you had better give 
itup. We never elect a man who has 
been an alien and who is liable to have it 
break out on him again whenever the sun 
ets very hot. We have made it arule 
or years, if possible, to electa thick-set, 
self-made American citizen to the Presi- 
dency, and then we feel free to go and 
board with him and make suggestions to

There are several steps that you might 
take in order to get naturalized in thiscoun 
. Your maiden step, however, 
would be to get born on a foreign strand. 
You could then begin active preparations 
for becoming naturalized, such, for in- 
stance, as crossing the ocean, and while 
leaning over the piazza of the ship and 
peering down into the soft, green waves 
divesting yourself of your political disa- 
bilities. ‘ 

You could hurry up your naturalization 
here by enlisting in thearmy. You can, 
it 21 years of age, — the army. You 
would like it, too, I think. It would also 
be pleasanter for the army. Nothing“ 
lonelier can be conceived of than the 
picture of an army with no one to talk to. 
So, if you could be contented to unite with 
our army, Ithink it would be a good 
thing for both of you. 

If you came out of the war unscathed, 
you could be made an American citizen 
without further trouble,and if you be- 
came killed while acting as the left wing 
of the regular army your eternal welfare 
would be enhanced as soon as it was gen- 
erally understood that you came from 
America. 

You do not state in your letter whether 
you are white or colored. You simply say 
that you are an Englishman. In writing 
to a newspaper, you ought to be explicit 
and state your case fully. If you are a 
white man from England, you may be 
naturalized by denouncing your own 
sovereign in unmeasured terms and nam- 
ing your first daughter Frances. Your 
health would then be good and your vote 
would be counted. If you are a colored 
Englishman, we would reserve the right 
to inquire who you voted for before count- 
ing your vote. 

ier duty towards the United States, 
pending your naturalization, would be to 
write home as often as possible, referring 
to the great blessings of American free- 
dom, and showing the poor, oppressed 
foreigner haw much quicker and easier 
he can get his oppressing done here than 
elsewhere. 

The duty of the United States towards 
ouin the mean time is to protect you 
rom foreign invasion and throw our navy 

around you so that you may go to bed 
every night without fear of in- 
vasion, for no foreign power 
would so far forget what is due to 
the aged or helpless as to attack our navy. 
So you would be always safe, and if you 
took plenty of exercise and did not get 
your feet wet while being naturalized you 
would make a good citizen and enjoy good 
health. The duty of the United States 
towards an unnaturalized citizen is quiet 
plain,but not irksome. The United States, 
as a Republic, never allows its objigations 
towards the offspring of a mon&érchy to 
prey on it. So, if you wish to come for- 
ward and repent and be naturalized you 
will always find the United States ready 
to treat you white. 

Ido not know much about the Druids.

The Cork-Oak in California, 
From the Pacific Rural Press. 
The growth of cork-oak in California 
is not a matter of experiment; its 
success was demonstrated long ago. 
The distribution of cork acorns by 
the Patent-oflice about twenty-five 


years ago may not. have accom- 
plished much in other parts of the 
country, but it gave us a start, and there 
are now trees . cork and bearing 
acorns ata number of different places 1 


the State. There are trees growin 

on Mr. Richardson’s place at San 
Gabriel. There were samples of 
cork and acorns shown at the 


Sacramento Citrus Fair by H. A. Messen- 
ger of Calaveras County. There are trees 
of similar age in Sonoma, Santa Barbara 
and Tulare, and perhaps other counties. 
The State University is growing seedlings 
from California cork acorns, and will be 
likely to haye the trees for distribution 
next year. There is no doubt about the 
adaptation of the tree to the State, as the 
widely separated places named above afl 
furnish proper conditions for its growth. 
It is of course a crop of which 
one has to wait some time to gather, and 
therefore needs patience in the planter. 

All the corkwood of commerce comes 
from the Spanish Peninsula, where the 
trees abound, not only in cultivated for- 
ests, but also grow wild on the mountains. 
The tree is like an American oak, with 
leaves similar to the oak, and acorns. It 
takes ten years for the bark to become a 
= er thickness to be manufactured into 
bottle-stoppers, life-preservers and seine- 
corks. When _ stripped from the 
tree it is to be boiled for two 
hours, cured in the sun for a week, 
and pressed into flat pieces for baling 
and shipping. The denuded trunk, like a 
hen robbed of her eggs, does not sulk and 
quit the business, but throws out a fresh 
covering for afresh spoliation. One tree 
has been known to yield halfaton of cork- 
wood. One pound of cork can be manu- 
factured into 144 champagne corks.” The 
baled cork bark is sold to cork 
manufacturing centers. The most ex- 
tensive eg om Poy in America is at 
Pittsburg. Besides the ordinary demands 
for cork bark, a good supply of the buoy- 
ant material, after being burned to make 
it still lighter than the original bark, is 
shipped to Canada and New England, 
where it is made into seine corks. The 
average annual importation of corkwood 
into this country, entirely atthe port of 
New York, is 70,000 bales a year. A bale 
weighs 160 pounds, and is worth on this 
side of the water 920, making a total value 
of the yearly importation of $1,400,000, It 
comes in duty free. 


Life on the Moon. 


From the Popular Science Monthly. 

There is reason for thinking that the 
moon is not absolutely airless, and where 
it has no visible bodies of water, its soil, 
may, after all, not be entirely arid and 
desiccated. There are observations which 
hint at visible changes in certain spots 
that could possibly be caused by vegeta- 
tion, and there are other observations 
which suggest the display of electric 
luminosity in a rarifie atmosphere 
covering the moon. To declare that no 
possible form of lifecan exist under the 


conditions prevailing upon the lunar sur- 


face whould be saying too much, for hu- 
man intelligence cannot set bounds to cre- 
ative power. Yet, within the limits of life 
such as we know them, it is probably safe 
to assert that the moon is a dead and de- 
serted world. In other words, if a race of 
beings resembling ourselves, orresemblin 
any of our contemporaries in terrestria 
life, ever existed upon the moon, they 
must long since have perished.

1859 the shell from a mitrailleuse laid vou 
rostrate in the front rank on the battle. 
eld of Magenta. Since then you have 
been in Syria, in China and in Mexico, 


and if you were not wounded it 
was not because you have not ex. 
posed yourself to the shot of gun 
and cannon and sabers and lances of 


the enemy. In 1870 you were taken up in 
Reischoffen covered with many saber 
wounds among a heap of dead cuirassiers, 
Such deeds of heroism you have crowned 
a few weeks ago with one of the most he- 
roic actions which history records. A 
grenade fell upon the ambulance which 
was under your charge; it did not burst, 
butit might have done so at any mo- 
ment, and caused new wounds in the 
bodies of those who were already 
wounded; but there you were—you 
took up the grenade in your arms; you 
smiled upon the wounded who looked at 
— with feelings of dismay, not for 
hemselves but for you, and you carvied it 
away toa distance of eighty meters. On 
laying it down you noticed that it was 
going to burst; you threw yourself on the 
ground; it burst; you were scen covered 
with blood, but when persons came to 
your assistance, you rose up smiling, as is 
our wont, and said, ‘That is nothing!’ 

ou are scarcely recovered from your 
wound, and you return to the hospital 
whence I have just now summoned you.” 

During these words of praise the good 
nun held her bead modestly cast down, with 
her eyes fixed upon her crucifix that hung 
by her side. Then the General made 
her kneel down, and, drawing bis 
sword, touched her lightly with it 
three times upon the shoulder and pinned 
the Cross of the Legion of Honor on her 
habit, saying with a quivering voice: 

**T put upon you the cross of the brave. 
inthe name of the French people and 
army; no one has gained it by more deeds 
of heroism, nor by a life so completely 
spent in self-abnegation for the benefit of 
your brothers and the service of your 
country. Soldiers! present arms!’’

THE HIGH-TRAPEZE WOMAN. 


She Tells How She Taught Herself to Bal- 
ance and How She Fell Headlong One Day. 


From the New York Mall and Express. 

The circus woman who rushes into the 
ring, bows, catches a strap with her teeth 
and is hauled to the top of the tent, where 
she finds rest on a single swinging trapeze 
bar, has nosinecure. Every motion isthe 
result of years of labor and hard practice. 
A Mail and Express reporter interviewed 
one of these queens of the air and found 
that her sawdust title was not gained 
without courage and patience. She said: 

The art of balancing on a swinging 
trapeze is more difficult than active gym- 
nastics.

My 
instructor shouted up to me not to look 
down at all, but to keep my eyes fastened 
on the ropes that supported the trapeze 
bar. Ishould have known that before, 
because in balancing on the slack-wire 
lalways kept my eyes fixed ona level 
in front of me. I obeyed orders and be-

lance position. Islipped and whirled 
through the air to the netting below. I 
wanted to giveitupthen. All my ambi- 
tion seemed to ooze out of me. But I was 
made to go right up agate and try it over.
